Prisoners for¬ 
gotten by justice languished 
there for years. 

Thomas Inguando, a native of 
Havana, waa arrested near t*e 
the end of 1882, charged with 
bigamy. He was never tried and 
is still in prison. 

Jose Bastona, imprisoned 00 
July 2. 1892, was net tried uotit 
tbe eed of 1894. 

Jose Silvers, arretted for petit 
theft, was sentenced for fowr 
years. On being removed from 
the dock he got Into a struggle 
with a policeman, and waa sen¬ 
tenced to' an additional four 
years’ sentence. Oo tbe day of 
bis release ho waa unjustly pat • 
tenced again, so that he was 
sentenced to a total of fourteen 
years' imprisonment for a crlm-» 
the maximum penalty for which 
was six mouths. Ha is still ip 
Jail. 

The majonty of the prisoners 
will be liberated by the America < 
authorities. Some were found 
who have actually served iwm 
lhaa the allotted penalties. 11 
other cases habitual criminal** 
were retained as soldiers or sent 
to Spain. 

Tales of terrible cruelty, whip¬ 
ping. starving and torture were 
told by the prisoners who were 
seen by the American oommL- 
sion.
